AFLOAT IN A COCKLESHELL. 


B!ariner» In K Small Boat Sighted on the 


Oceun. 


The tsvo daring navigators who left 


New York June 8 in a cockleshell boac 
18 feet long, to cross the Atlantic, are 
all right. In their frail little craft they 
were sighted on July 19, in latitude 
50.30, longitude 8 l.JTS, by the American 
liner Indiana, Captain Thompson, and 
asked ro be reported. Tho daring man- 
ners appeared to be in the best of spirits 
and required no assistance whatever 
from the Indiana, although provisions 
and water were offered them. The sight 
of so small a boat in uiidocean was rare, 
and at first tho officers of the Indiana 
thought it was some shipwreck crew 
that had takeoi to the lifeboat. Captain 
Xhonip-on -'aid yesterday that the posi- 
tmn in which he pas=<-d th" Sosodont 
was about 844 miles from Fiistnet. Both 
ruen were perched in the stern sheets of 
the boat and w ere elad m oilskin suits, 
as the spray \\as 001111:15 directly over 
them. They expected to reach a channel 
jyirt .>omc tiruo early in August should 
the weather remum favorable.

Disraeli bad not tha advantages of 


•wealth or connection enjoyed by so 
many oi bis race. Bis father bad 
quarreled with tha faith of Judaism, 
and, •without exactly embracing 
Christianity, he -was regarded as a 
renegade by his own people -while 
lie •was not considered a convert to 
the national religion by the people 
of his adopted country. Young Dis- 
raeli thearefore had not the oppor- 
tunities enjoyed by S3 many wealthy 
Jews nowadays of being broaght; up 
at onr public schools and universi- 
ties aud thus acquiring the ideas, 
associations and friendships which 
are of such use in later years to man 
desirous of political or social distinc- 
tion. Ha was educated at second class 
private schools. He \vas entered as 
a lad in the office of a small city so- 
licitor, -whose place of business -was 
in Old Jewry, and was distinguish- 
ed, as bis employer stated, as ''most 
assiduous in his attention to busi- 
ness and showing great ability ia 
the transaction of it." However, the 
bent of Disraeli's mind was toward 
literature as a stepping stone to- 
•ward politics. 


His father, Isaac D'Israeli, as the 


author of ''The Curiosities of Liter- 
ature*" had been welcomed by tho 
Republic of Letters, and his inti- 
nmtesTvere chiefly to be found amid 
the then contributors to The Quar- 
terly Review. Tha solicitor's clerk 
soon made acquaintance -with his 
father's friends, and at the age of 
20, just after he had practically quit- 
ted iiis desk in the Old Jewry for 
good, he published "Vivian Grey," 
tha successful novel of the season in 
which it appeared. As a young man 
he had feeble health and traveled & 
good deal abroad, but he seems to 
have lived chiefly with Englishmen, 
and neither then nor at any other 
time in his life did he acquire any 
proficiency m foreign languages. On 
his return from abroad he had no 
difncnlfcy in getting into society, but 
it was the society chiefly of young 
men about town and of ladies of the 
Blessington—that is, of the sernilit- 
erary, semifashicnable, sernibohe- 
mian category. His young friends 
got him to back their bills—to mon- 
ey considerations he was always sub- 
limely indifferent. He became in- 
volved in financial embarrassments, 
and the credit of being at once ex- 
travagant and impecunious com- 
bined, with his studied eccentricities 
of dress, manner and look, to retard 
the public recognition of his real 
talent—Quarterly Review.

Tbiers in 1875s as minister of pnblic 
instruction and fine arts, George 
Sand bad in rehearsal at the Odeon 
a dramatized version of her novel,

The inhabitants of Ushant ore a hardy 


race, the nidi all fishta-aiea acd swaiueu, 
rise women all talk-is of the rocky soil. 
Th« laner oii high days and holidays 
still often display their ancient costume, 
•with its rlat coif, which smkingly re- 
calls the feminine headgear of sontnem 
Italy, and whence their dark hair 
streams in freedom below their waists 
Within the last qrianer of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi- 
wildness over a large part of the island, 
and for cectnries the inhabitants them- 
selves were looted cpon as savages. De- 
barred, often for long -weeks at a rime, 
from any intercourse with the main- 
land, they certainly led very primitive 
lives. Bui at the same time they pre- 
served the primitive virtues, and hon- 
esty and hospitality have ever been ar- 
ticles of faith among them. 


Losing year by year, with, nnfailing 


regularity, a score or two of their own 
kith and kindred in the treacherous 
•waters around their isle, their sympa- 
thies have always been with those 
whom shipwreck has imperiled. Several 
of the Breton islands have notoriously 
harbored commxinitks of wreckers, 
bat the people of Ushant have again 
and again distinguished themselves by 
their efforts to save distressed vessels 
or their crewa 


Wnanever cue cf the islanders is lost 


at sea, a touching ceren.ony, called ' 'tbe 
proella" is performed. The relatives 
and friends of tlie docea-ed carry rr> his 
house a small wooden cress, over which 
the clergy repeat the prayers for th 
dead, as if rhis symbol were the corpse 
itself. 
Then the cross bearer, who, 


whenever practicable, is the godfather 
of the defunct (iMs again a touching 
instance c* •••yrubolism), incloses it in a 
coSer, and, followed by all the mourn- 
ers, deposits it at the foot of a statue of 
St. Pol AureKen, the patron of the isle. 
A few years age a hundred or so of these 
coffers could be seen assembled around 
the statue. 


TTshanS is known to history. As early 


as 18S8 an English expedition landed 
on the island and ravaged it with fire 
and sword. Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed the much criticised naval en- 
gagement between Jleppel, and d'Or- 
villiers, which English histories usually 
describe as a drawn battle, whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victory. Finally, IS years later, TJshant 
saw the "glorious first of June, " when 
Lord Howe certainly shattered ' the 
French ships of war commanded by 
YiUaret-Joyeuse, but at the same time 
signally faDed to prevent the large fleet 
of French merchantmen, on whose ar- 
rival France depended for means to pros- 
ecute the war, from getting safely into 
the port oi Brest. 


That TJsliaat is, in Breton estimation, 


predestined to deeds of blood and death 
is shown by a strange rhymed proverb, 
which Chateaubriand quotes in his 
".Memoirs From Beyond the Grav-, ' 
and which may be Englished thub 
"He who se/s Belle Isle doth see his 
isle; Hewhosceth Groi doth see his 
joy, but gaze on Ushant's flood, you s,ee 
your blood. ' ' 


Of the w ild scenery around Ushant 


there has probably never been any bet- 
ter description than that gneii by 
Chateaubriand. 
The island is the lar- 


gest and from the mainland the mosi 
distant, of rho'e forming the archipelago 
to which it gives its name. Molene, the 
next in size, trades largely in its own 
soil, which on account of certain chem- 
ical properties is sought after by Breton 
agriculturists. Then, in addition to 
scores of little islets, some of them mere 
aits and rocks, there is Quemenez, 
which is about a quarter the size o: 
Ushant, while near to the mainland is 
Bemquet, or the Blessed Isle, so called 
on account of its proximity to the 
ton shore and the refuge it offers amit 
the most dangerous of all the adjacen 
reefs, that of Les Pierres Xoires. 


Many a stout ship and many a frai 


hshmg boat have been shattered among 
these reefs, where the waters ever seethe 
and roar, oven on cairn summer days. 
But winter is the tiino to see Usliau 
and its neighboring isles, all bare am 
rugged, rising from amid the gale lafhec 
waves. No rock bound coast can offer f 
more impressive spectacle than that 
which the ocean then presents as i 
leaps in its dread, blind might aronnc 
The LJe of Terror. " — Westminster Ga 
zette.

The Ring California Gave Fierce. 


Oue of the most curious as well as 


most valuable of American rings was 
presc-nttd to President Pierce in Ib03 
by the citizens of California. It is of 
massive gold, weighing upward of a 
pound. The circular portion is cut into 
squares, which are embellished with 
beautifully raiectired designs, the entire 
group prest'ining a pictorial history of 
California. The seal ot the ring is really 
a lid, which swings upon a hinge arid 
is co% ered with the arms of the state of 
California, surmounted by the start, and 
stripes. Underneath is a square box ili- 
vidod by bars of gold into inne sopaiate 
compartments, each containing ,t pure 
specimen ot the varieties of ore found 
in the country. On the inside is the f ol- 
lo\\ ing inscription:' 'Presented to Frank- 
lin Pit-roe, the fourteenth president of 
the UniKct btsue?.'"—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

their ratio has changed from 151 to 1 
to 31 to 1. 


All that is necessary to restore 


i'heir ancient ratio is to restore the 
incient demand for silver as redemp- 
ion money. 


This historical test proves another 


thing. It shows that a standard 
omposed of any one metal cannot 
xssibly be as stable as a standard 
Composed of two metals. The reason 
is obvious. 


When we have a standard com- 
osed of only one metal every 3 actu- 
tion in the supply of that metal, 
hether resulting from the output of 
he miners or from the cornering 
rocesses of bankers and brokers, 
ecessarlly provides a corresponding 
uctuation in prices, and the burdens 
t debtors and taxpayers and pro- 
acers. as is the case now.

So if all the gold 
and silver in the world were dumped 
into the United Stages it would not 
pay cash for one year's output of uur 
factories by nearly 82.000,000,000. 
. But this is not all. 
"We transport 


by rail alone60.000.000 tons of freight 
more than all the rest of the world 
combined transports by rail and by 
water both. 


We produce 8800,000,000 more of 


agricultural products than any other 
nation on the globe. 


Bow, 
if you add to our manufac- 


tures, our transportation business by 
rail and water, our agricultural prod- 
ucts, our real estate transfers, our 
mineral products and all of our other 
"vast, varied and rapidly increasing 
business, all the gold and silver in 
the world used as money and bullion 
wouid not pay cash for 10 per cent of 
the business of this one country. Any 
share of these metals which this coun- 
try can possibly obtain w:il not pay 1 
per cent. 


Yet France, which 5s only a second 


rate power, that manufactures less 
than half as much as Great Britain, 
and less than one-fourth as much as 
our country, a nation which could be 
carved oat of the single State of Tex- 
as and leave territory enough to make 
nearly eight States as large as Massa- 
chusetts—this comparatively littie 
France for thirty-nine years, from 


4 to 1873, controlled the price of 


silver all over the civil Izsd world by 
opening her mints to the free and un- 
limited coinage of gold and silver at 
15i to 1. And this, too, while the 
two greatest nations oi the globe— 
tbe United States and Great Britain 
— had different monetary systems 
from France. England had silver 
demonetized, while the United States 
had a ratio of 16 to 1. 


No man who had silver in London 


or New York would take less than he 
could get at the French mint minus 
cost of transport. This is the reason 
that at tbe time silver was demone- 
tized in 1873 it was worth par cent 
more than gold, because tbe French 


The limited tender coinage of a 
ountry is the coinage of denomina- 
ions less than the standard of the 
ountry, and they are only a legal

Wo nr=t bear of London in acy im- 


porraut sense is a city of Koiaau Brit- 
ain. Ion iucouiiiig of the Saxon con- 
qnt-nirs is t'olknvKl by neiirly 200 years 
of unbroken silence, and it is this long 
period which aas caused some historians 
to assume, rather than prove, chat Ro- 
man London had altogether coased to 
exist. But -when the light of history is 
•sigairi shed upon this part of the iwwly 
made England there is much to show 
that London had, to a largo extent, pre- 
swred her independence as a place of 
commerce and civic organization. 
The 


Saxon settlements appear all round her, 
and perhaps the little village of Char- 
ing, within a mile of her walls, affords 
the most significant testimony to the 
Sason settlements round London rather 
than in London. 


The Saxon conquerors appear as polit- 


ical masters of London and introduced 
into aer municipal life the folkmoot, 
which, originally met in the open air on 
a piece ef land near Paul's Cross and 
which is perhaps represented by the 
Common hall of the citizens of London 
of the present day; many Teutonic cus- 
toms which lie imbedded in the munic- 
ipal usages of mediaeval times, many 
Democratic innovations in municipal 
institutions which appear throughout 
the early years of Plantagenet rule, j 
when the "common- people" over and! 
over again asserted their right to take 
part in the municipal elections and 
transactions of the day. But both the 
settlements round London and the po- 
litical lordship over London do not ap- 
pear to have made London a Saxon city 
and its municipal institutions of Saxon 
origin. The lex inereatoria of Roman 
London seems never to have quite died 


ufc 


In the court of the merchants there 


were always professional lawyers, and 
uerhaps the most remarkable survival of 
Joman institutions in Britain is the 
nractice of the old order of sergeants at 
aw, who assembled in the nave of the 
jld Si- Paul's cathedral, each, sergeant 
laving been allotted a special pillar in 
he cathedral at his appointment, where 


met his clients in legal consultation, 


learing the facts of the case, taking 
notes of the evidence or pacing up and 
down. This is the exact parallel to the 
assembling of the Roman jurisperiti at 
early morn in the forum to consult with 
their clients and cannot be explained 
except by the theory of direct continu- 
ance of practice from Roman times.

The 
writing •which it is claimed is the 
genuine writing of the "marshal 
seems doubtful when compared with 
that known to be his, and the as- 
sumed similarity between that and 
the writing of the old French soldier 
of North Carolina is incoiicoivablu. 
It is absurd to suppose that ^Tey 
should have proclaimed himself to 
be the Dnke of Elcbingen, since at 
the time of his execution he -was 
Prince of Hoa&owa and no longer 
Duke of Elohingen. 


It is impossible, as ia assert- 


ed in the book referred to, that Ney 
should have consented to the subter- 
fuge of being shot at with muskets 
charged with powder alone and aft- 
er falling and pretending to be dead 
should have suffered himself to be 
carried into esile in a strange land. 
At the battfe of Waterloo Ney vain- 
ly sought death wherever the battle 
•was fiercest. With aii army of 60,- 
000 men still left he capitulated un- 
der the walls of Paris upon condi- 
tion of general amnesty of offenses 
both civil and military. 


Tbesa terms were basely violated, 


and to satisfy the clamor of the re- 
turned aristocrats of the old regime 
Ney was executed. Wellington could 
have prevented this crime after the 
condemnation by the chamber of 
peers, but did not, for reasons best 
known to himself. Ney was offered 
n opportunity to escape, but refxis- 
d. He asked the soldiers to fire at 
is heart, and they did. 
Moreover, at the time when it is 
laimed that Ney \vas concealing 
imself in North Carolina, Joseph Bo- 
aparte was living at Bordentown, 


J,, and his house and his fortune 


vould have been at Ney's disposal. 
Moreover, after the fall of the Bour- 
ons, there would have been no rea- 
on why. Ney should not have re- 
turned t-o-France. In 1838 Eugene 
Tey, his third son, visited the Unit- 
ed States and^went to. the lionse of 


kinsman, Genet, who resided on 


ibe Hudson, near Albany, but never 
leard of this alleged Dnke of El- 
jhingen. It is useless to follow these 
,bsurdities further. Ney is buriec 
n Pere la Chaise at Paris with two 
of his sons and his brother-in-law, 
Garnet. A. plain slab marks the 
jlace. On the spot -where he was 
executed stands a monument erectec 
jy the French government.

Bow to Mea*nre the Lighting Force and 


Effect of n Flame. 


This question and its answer hare 


been until recently of interest to scien- 
tists only. But since one method of 
lighting is competing'*vith the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mystcri 
ous to the layman. 


For measuring the lighting power the 


most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most &im 
p!e application tho experiment can be 
tried easily at home. A theet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of dllleroiit lighting power 
—for iiist:aiee, between an ordinary 
audle and a lamp.

them almost irreparably by destroying 
the small succulent rootlets th.it are 
literally burned up by dryuess and heat. 
Bv plunging the pots a more uniform 
temperature is secured to the roots, one 
in fact approximating tho teinperatim.- 
of plants that are growing in the open 
soil. 


There is, of course, n right and wrong 


way of plunging. The authority quoted 
explains the difference by means of il- 
lustrations At A is shown a wrong 
way, where the plant is set in soil 
with no precautions taken to prevent 
the roots from extending through the 
drainage hole into the earth below. In 
such cases when the pot is lifted in the 
fall, the roots below the pot are lost and 
the plant sustains a very severe check. 
One simple way of preventing it is to 
sink a smaller pot underneath the larger 
one. 
as shown at B. This,serves not 


only to check root growth below the pot, 
but it likewise prevents angle worms 
entering tho pots from below. In case it 
is not convenient to adopt the empty pot 
plan, root growth beneath may be pre- 
vented by lifting the pot every few 
weeks and nipping off any roots that 
protrude through the drainage hole. To 
simply turn the pot a few times answers 
about the same end. 


umetimes pots are plunged too deep- 


ly—that is, the rims may be an inch be- 
low the general surface. The objection 
to this is that the roots may find tho 
outside soil above tho pot which may 
prove quite a= bad as the case shown by 
the figure. - I t must be boruo'in mind 
thai potted plants rt quire less watering 
than do those in exposed pots.

A long drought \. ouid 
be unfavorable to field culture. Usually 
conditions of soil and weather are bettor 
in early spring. Still, field growers have 
often planted m August and had good 
crops the nest year. In pardi.ii culture 
perhaps the greatest success has been 
reached hy PUIL.II:-. r planting in the size 
and beauty <,f cue berries. Supposing 
the inquiry to relate- to garden culture, 
we may quote tht experience of a suc- 
cessful amateur gfower of Geneva, N. 
1'., as related to us tome years ago. 


He plowed his ground deeply, manur- 


ed richly, and get plants about mid- 
August, having started them m small 
pots sunk 111 the ground, by tho parent 
plants. After setting out, all runners 
were cut off, and liquid manure applied 
weekly while growth continued, on the 
idea that tho strawberry makes all its 
fruiting preparations in the fall ana 
that spring manuring and culture aro 
of little value. When winter set in. a 
good coat of coarse litter was put on: 
this was lightly forked over in the 
spring. Ko other work followed except 
pulling up the stray weeds. The result 
was big phuits and plenty of berries. 
\Vil=ou and Russell's Prolific were the 
leading kinds. 


Their Living. 


There can be sin opportunity to save ex 


pcnse by allowing tho hens to seek most 
of their food on the range, says a writer 
in Tho Poultry Keeper. It is not advisa- 
ble to compel them to seek the whole of 
their food, as they may not always be 
able to find a sufficiency, but it is best 
to induce them to seek as much food as 
possible. 


Just what should bo allowed a flock i 


in the summer season depends as much . 
on t£- location as anything else. 
Givej 


th.' flock m o uovi ss to a grass plot on ; 
which alar^c proportion oi clover grows 
and th- hen.* will find a great variety 
ann in large quantity. It is more often 
tile case that tho hens aro overfed than 
underfed, and if the farmers will gi*e 
one Hiocl only in summer on the even- 
ing of each day the hens will thrive 
well. They will need but little help if 
given an opportunity to assist them- 
selves. 


Eggs are always more plentiful in 


summer than m winter, and this is due 
to advantages possessed by the heas on 
the range as \\ ell a« the warmth of the 
season. The. cost of eggs is much less in 
summer, and yet the cost can be made 
to exceed the- receipts, if tho hens are 
overfed, as they will lay fewer eggs 
and consume more food than they re- 
quire. There may be some who keep 
their fowls confined, but even they will 
thrive ranch better if made to work and 
scratch for all they receive.
